would rather hear about home 
than writing to them. 
A few* weeks ago I started out to 
Institute a council of the K. and L 
Calvary I of S. at Imperial. Cab. which proved 
See I very interesting. 
To reach Imperial 
it was necessary to go by train, 300 
miles, and a day and night’s ride on 
the auto route over the mountains, 
126 miles. 
I took the auto and lett 
San Diego, a sea level town, at 9 
o’clock in a downpour of rain. 
Twenty miles out we began our 
climb up the mountain* encircling it 
by dizzy* heights and on a trail that 
i was just barely wide enough for two 


I machines to pass. 
The dangers of 
the ride are forgotten, however, for 
your mind is occupied with the scenic 
beauty* of the trip. 
On one side you 
look 
dow'n 
into a beautiful valley 
hundreds of feet below, while on t^e 
other side or above you are the moun­ 
tains hundreds of feet high. 
AL noon we stopped at Campo, on 
the Mexico line, to ea t lunch. 
This 
is the highest elevation on the trip. 
about 
4,000 
feet 
above sea level, 
which w’e left from. 
After a short 
rest we started again on our trip, 
but inside of ten minutes found our­ 
selves in a blinding snow storm and 
a biting, cold wind. 
We were not doomed to suffer this 
very long. however, as we were de­ 
scending on the other side of the 
mountain and soon ca m e to Devil’s 
canyon, where to look down in toe 
distance in front of you >’ou w0uld 
have said walking would be almost 
impossible: but by winding in and 
out and under the overhanging ledges 
you made a gradual descent, all the 
time looking for miles across the 


canyon and your eyes resting upon 
a sight that seemed to be veiled by a 
bronze mist that bs beyond power to 
describe and in my opinion is sur­ 
passed only in grandeur, beauty and 
more 
awe 
inspiring, by the Grand 
Canyon of Arizona, but seen by 
fewer number of people. 


From out of the canyon you enter 
the 
great 
Imperial 
desert of hot 
sands and for forty miles you see 
nothing but sand, piles of granite, 
grease wood, mesquite bush and the 
penitent cactus. 
The history of the 
cactus, which grows 
about 
twelve 
feet high and one and one-half inches 
in diameter, was interesting to me. 
A Mexican who has committed some 
awful sin and becomes penitent gets 
a branch of this cactus, which has 
thorns about an inch long, goes to 
s°me secluded spot and removes all 
his clothing and gives 
himself 
so 
many lashes over the back. 
He is 
then supposed to be cleansed of his 
sins. 
Very often, however, lie bleeds 
I to death or dies from blood poisoning. 
After viewing these sights for forty 
miles you pass Signal mountain and 
are told that it is only a few* miles to 
the Imperial valley, which has the 
most productive soil in the world and 
is a reclaimed desert seventy-three 
feet below* sea level. The richness of 
the soil, which is a hundred feet 
deep and more, was brought about 
by the overflow of the Colorado river 
a few' years ago. leaving the silt and 
other refuse to create a soil that has 
no equal; and with twelve months of 
growing weather the production to 
the tiller of the soil is immense. Just 
think of ten to twelve crops of alfal­ 
fa. barley, etc., a year: and cattle, 
well, more than I have seen for a 
long time. 
Sheep by the thousands. 
All stork in the best of condition. 
Dairying is carried on very exten­ 
sively here. 
The milk is very rich, 
testing 40 per cent butterfat. 


These conditions would not be pos­ 
sible, however, were it not for the 
700 miles of irrigation ditches, bring­ 
ing water from the Colorado river, 
sixty miles away, and the warm w'ea 
thor, which begins in March and this 
past week has run from OO to 104 de 
grees. 
The real summer, however 
brings the temperature up to 120 to 
136 degrees. 
Twelve years ago this whole valley 
was nothing but a sandy desert, the 
coyote stopping on the western lim 
its to write his last will and testa 
ment before starting for the eastern
